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India-Kashmir : The initial round of talks between 
Indian leaders and Kashmiri leader Sheikh Abdullah 
has ended on an inconclusive but guardedly hopeful 
note. 

The main result of the discussions, which lasted 
more than two weeks, has been a personal rapproche- 
ment between Nehru and the one-time colleague he im- 
prisoned 11 years ago. Both sides have also shown 
willingness, despite strong pressures to assume hard- 
line positions, to continue the dialogue in a relaxed 
manner and at a somewhat leisurely pace. A con- 
stant flow of callers and two week-end trips to Madras 
and Bombay gave Abdullah a further chance to probe 
Indian sentiment prior to his return to Kashmir sched- 
uled for yesterday.

^Von Hassel stressed the need for early action in 
setting up a nuclear force, presumably to protect his 
government against domestic political attack on nu- 
clear affairs. He claimed that initial agreement on 
the force should be reached no later than next January 
so that it could come into being sometime before the 
German elections set for the following September^

Congo : The Brazzaville-based Committee of

to be seen, however, whether this decision will end 
the internal bickering that has divided the PCV into 
"hard-line" and "soft-line" factions since the 1 De- 
cember national elections. Emphasis on violence, 
even if it is prolonged, will not prevent the Commu- 
nists, working through legal leftist parties, from 
engaging in more overt political activities. These 
might include organizing a congressional opposition 
to President Leoni T s government and fomenting mass 
protest activities.7 
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
